OLD LAW AXD FRRSENT GRACE

The Ome Was'Foreed 10 Make Sacrifics,
Now Permitted to Accept Christ
as the Altar Offering—The Old
and New Espensations.

Two very helpful addresses were de-
livered to St. Luke's Epistopal congre-
gatlon last' might by the rectar, Rev,
Rogers lxreel. ~The two addresses were
brief talks, & hymn Intervening, and
each was intended as a personal help
and a means of spiritusl guidance espe-
clally during this Lenten season.

Mr. Israel chose a style of delivery
bordering almost upon the conversa-
tional er; his aim appeared to be an
appeal to hiz hearers Individually and
was, a8 he atated, to show them their
personal responsibility. He sald:

*The very old dispensation of law
which prevailed up to the time of Christ
and the afterwand digpensation  of
grace, have an important bearing on
your personal responsibility, The form-
er wus g cruel, relent)less law, which
made religion nothing more than harsh
muehinery. It provided for certain sac-
rifices of birds and animals on certain
oceasions, and at a period when church-
going was by rule, attendance being
caused ut certain hours of the day.
It was wot o matter of diserimination—
the people worshipped according to the
law. This luw was most sxacting, and
we can easily comprehend our Lormd's
statement, that it was impossible to
ke the laws of God, These edicts
provided certain rows of fringes (o
one's gown; preseribed that  prayers
should be bound to the forehead or
arm; directed the cut and style of one's
gown: gave the number and kinds of
suerifices that should be made, and in-
siuted upon many other conditions.

WOrLD BE PROVEN GUILTY.

“Many of us would be proven pal-
pably gullty If the dispensation of law
existed today. We are not expected to
obey them now, but we are experted to
obey the present law of God, and of
which the oll dispensation was a
shadow, Christ offered himeelf for all
thes sacrifices of birds gl beasts and
g0 did away with them forever, and by
his act we have passed the foreshadow-
ing= and have entered the real spirit-
ual relation to the gospel. In the past
the relation was a purely physical
manifestation, and we would evidence
o return to this condition If weasplired
to Cioul’s grace by the present-day habit
of trying to be holy through our wealth
OF SANINE our prayers in purely a physi-
cal way., No wealth or prayer or show
will gailn us God's favor. We must
aecept the blood of Jesus Christ, which
